We have designed your teiephone to conform to federai reguiations, 
and you can connect it to most teiephone lines. However, each teie- 
phone (and each device, such as a teiephone or answering machine) 
that you connect tc the teiephone iine draws power from the teiephone 
line. We refer to this power draw as the device’s ringer equivalence 
number, or REN on the bottom of your phone. 



This symbol Is Intended to alert you to the presence 
of uninsulated dangerous voltage within the prod- 
uct’s enclosure that might be of sufficient magnitude 
to constitute a risk of electric shock. Do not open 
the product’s case.

If you use more than one phone or other device on the line, add up all 
of the RENs. If the total is more than five (three in rural areas), your 
telephones might not ring. If ringer operation is impaired, remove a de- 
vice from the line. 

In the unlikely event that your phone causes problems on the phone 
line, the phone company can temporarily discontinue your service. If 
this happens, the phone company attempts to notify you in advance. If 
advance notice is not practical, the phone company notifies you as 
soon as possible and advises you of your right to file a complaint with 
the FCC. 

Also, the phone company can make changes to its lines, equipment, 
operations, or procedures that could affect the operation of this tele- 
phone. The telephone company notifies you of these changes in ad- 
vance, so you can take the necessary steps to prevent interruption of 
your telephone service. 

LIGHTNING 

Your telephone has built-in protection circuits to reduce the risk of 
damage from surges in telephone line and power line current. These 
protection circuits meet or exceed the FCC requirements. However, 
lightning striking the telephone or power lines can damage your tele- 
phone. 

Lightning damage is not common. Nevertheless, if you live in an area 
that has severe electrical storms, we suggest that you unplug your 
phone when storms approach to reduce the possibility of damage. 

Your phone is ETL listed to UL standards and meets applicable FCC 
requirements. 


MOUNTING THE PHONE 

Your telephone connects directly to a modular telephone line jack. If 
your telephone wiring does not have a modular jack, you can update 
the wiring yourself using jacks and adapters (available at your local 
RadioShack store), or have the telephone company update the wiring 
for you. You must use compatible modular jacks that are compliant 
with Part 68 of FCC Rules. 

Note: The USOC number of the jack to be installed is RJ11W for a 
wall plate jack. 

You must mount the phone on a wall mount plate. If you do not have a 
wall mount plate, you can find one at your local RadioShack store. 

1. Slide out the lock lever on the 
phone. 


2. Place the keyhole slots over the 
wall mount plate’s studs as you 
plug the phone’s connector into the 
jack. Then slide down the phone to 
secure it. 

Note: The connector slides up as 
you slide the phone down so the 
connection is not broken. 


3. Slide in the lock lever. 
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USING THE PHONE 


Set the handset 
volume to HI or LO. 


Plug the handset cord 
Into the jacks on the 
handset and the base. 



Press and hold down the switchhook to 
disconnect a call. Press and release for 
special services, such as Call Waiting. 

Note: If you do not subscribe to any 
special services, pressing the switch- 
hook might disconnect the cail. 


Slide down the ringer switch for 
high volume ring. Slide the ringer 
switch to the middle position for a 
middle volume ring. Or, slide up the 
switch to turn off the ringer. You can 
make calls with the ringer off, and 
you can receive calls If you hear an- 
other phone on the same line ring. 


Press REDIAL to dial the 
last number dialed (up 
to 32 digits). 


Use a paperclip or other pointed 
object to lift the plastic cover off 
the number plate. Then write your 
phone number on the number 
plate and replace the cover. 


Set T (Tone) or P (Pulse) to 
match the type of service you 
have. If you have pulse (rotary) 
service, you can switch to T dur- 
ing a call to use tone services. 


CARE 


Keep the phone dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and 
store the phone oniy in normai temperature environments. Handie the 
phone carefuiiy; do not drop it. Keep the phone away from dust and 
dirt, and wipe it with a damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iooking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the phone’s internai components can 
cause a maifunction and might invaiidate its warranty and void your 
FCC authorization to operate it. If your phone is not performing as it 
shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store for assistance. If the 
trouble is affecting the telephone lines, the phone company can ask 
you to disconnect your phone until you have resolved the problem. 


Limited One- Year Warranty

and workmanship under normai use for one (1) year from the date of purchase from 
RadioShack company-owned stores and authorized RadioShack franchisees and 
dealers.

ENTITY WITH RESPECT TO ANY LIABILITY, LOSS OR DAMAGE CAUSED DI-

ARISING OUT OF ANY BREACH OF THIS WARRANTY, INCLUDING, BUT NOT 
LIMITED TO, ANY DAMAGES RESULTING FROM INCONVENIENCE, LOSS OF 
TIME, DATA, PROPERTY, REVENUE, OR PROFIT OR ANY INDIRECT, SPECIAL, 
INCIDENTAL, OR CONSEQUENTIAL DAMAGES, EVEN IF RadioShack HAS BEEN 
ADVISED OF THE POSSIBILITY OF SUCH DAMAGES. 

Some states do not allow limitations on how long an implied warranty lasts or the ex- 
clusion or limitation of incidental or consequential damages, so the above limitations 
or exclusions may not apply to you. 

In the event of a product defect during the warranty period, take the product and the 
RadioShack sales receipt as proof of purchase date to any RadioShack store. Ra- 
dioShack will, at its option, unless otherwise provided by law: (a) correct the defect by 
product repair without charge for parts and labor; (b) replace the product with one of 
the same or similar design; or (c) refund the purchase price. All replaced parts and 
products, and products on which a refund is made, become the property of Ra- 
dioShack. New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance 
of warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the re- 
mainder of the original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement 
of the product made after the expiration of the warranty period. 

This warranty does not cover: (a) damage or failure caused by or attributable to acts of 
God, abuse, accident, misuse, improper or abnormal usage, failure to follow instruc- 
tions, improper installation or maintenance, alteration, lightning or other incidence of 
excess voltage or current; (b) any repairs other than those provided by a RadioShack 
Authorized Service Facility; (c) consumables such as fuses or batteries; (d) cosmetic 
damage; (e) transportation, shipping or insurance costs; or (f) costs of product re- 
moval, installation, set-up service adjustment or reinstallation.
